METEOR. 


LITERATUKE 


The meteor which was observed 
fram Reno last Friday evening wa- 

ben as fir Bast as Ogden: West of 
the Sierra it was probably unobserverl, 
as no mention of it appears iv any of 
the Gazerre’s Califoruia exchanges. I. 
has been vuriously described by the 
Nevada papers in which there appear- 
any mention of the phenomenon. As 
astronomers might be gratified by the 
col gon ion of the desc iptive ar iel s 
which have been publi-hed coneern- 
ing the strange spectacle, the Gazetre 
to-day givesca “pleusing variety” of 
such. Some of these local notices are 
very complimentary in their tone. 
The reader will be struck by the fact 
that nu two of the observers saw the 
bolide alike. 

Valuable as these descriptions un- 
doubtedly are in a literary seuse, it is 
to be feared that there is too much 
disagreewent between them to allow 
scientific astronomers to determine 
with any degree of accuracy the form 
and dimensions of the ecratic body.“ 
The appearance of the meteor has 
been made the teat for a number of 
valuable articles, se drawn as to make 
clear to the pepular comprehension 
the composition and general habits of 
meteors, Whenever an exceptiouall) 
bright ene is seen inthe sky, ors 
shewer of meteoric stones cure, the 
wise editor siezes the opportunity te 
sow O few seeds of astronomical truth. 
Aa there are numerous theories in re- 
gard te meteers, there is a refreshing 
veriaty weervable upen a comparison 
uf such articles. 

About six months ago it was re- 
ported that 4 man had been killed in 
Ions by a falling meteerite. The pa- 
pers throughout the United States 
teemed for several weeks afterward 
with meteoric articles. It was dem. 
onstrated that they were bedies of 
mater revolving round the suo; ta 
they were the scattered fragments of 
eaploded worlds; that they were 
made up of ultimate coemical particles; 
that they were caused by the conden- 
satien of particles from the gaseous 
envelope ef the sun; that thousands 
of years ago they were thrown up into 
space by volcanoes on the earth's sur 
face and were now coming down 
again; etc. ete. How the late heavenly 
visitor looked at Salt Lake has been 
already described. The Ogden Dis- 
patch furnishes a very creditable ac- 
count of the mysterious body in the 
following: 

CABALISTIC LETTERS. 


A luminous body was suddepvly dis- 
cerned, about twenty above 
the western horizon, rapidly descend- 
ing, and apparently approaching Oy- 
den as it came down. On reaching a 
point about five degrees above the 
horizon, the meteor, comet, or what- 
ever it might have been, exploded, 
leaving a light, vapory substance be- 
hind it, which assumed strange and 

r shapes before dissolving into 
air. Superstitious people manufac 
tured glaring capitals out of these 
vapory streaks, and gave the cabalis- 
tic letters significance; some seeing » 
„W.“ others a K“ and V;“ others 
still ““WW:” but from several who saw 
the phenomena we learn that these 
were but fantasies, formed in the 
brain, or optical iliusions given, as 
the whitish vapor left by the explo- 
sion was blown into curves and angles 
by the action tf the wind. We are 
net well enough versed in astru'ogy to 
give any theory upon this appearance, 
but believe it to have been simply a 
falling star, which exploded when it 
came in contact with the earth's 
atmosphere, and then gradually dis 
solved into «pace. 


LIKE A HUGE ANACONDA, 


Saysthe Winnemucca Silver State: 
Between sundown and dark last eve- 
ning, a brilliant metecr shot across the 
heaveus north of the zenith, and a 
ribbon of smoke, straight as a” arrow, 
became visible in its track. The rays 
of the sun, which was below the hori- 
zon, gave the cloud a silvery appear- 
ance; aud as it was the only cloud 
vi-ible, all who noticed it watched it 
with interest, as it was an unusual! 
sight. In a few minates it coiled iike 
a huge anaconda, and remained io 
that position until it melted away as 
night came on. Old suilors said it 
was a sign of a storm, and in the Chi- 
nese seas, such a cloud denoted a 
typhoon. 


JAMES ANDERSON'S VIEW OF IT. 


When first observed, says the Eure- 
ka Sentinel, it presented the appear- 
ance of a post, about ten feet in length 
and about eight ioches in width, of a 
bright silvery color, It remained 
stationary for a moment, when a ball 
of fire shot out from the upper por- 
tion and apparently exploded, after 
which it commene d to extend in a 
zigzag Manner, and gov appeared like 
u huge serpent.

A TRAIL OF RED FIRE. 

This is how the reporter of the Eu. 
reka Leader saw it: Last evening, 
just at twilight, an unusually brilliant 
ineteor was ob-erved by a great num- 
ber of eur citizens. It shot downward 
toward the western horizon and ex 
ploded like an immense rocket, throw 
ing the fragments in a beautiful fiery 
pray. A trail of fire followed its 
course, which gradually changed from 
» red to a yellowish green color, and 
finally into a silvery shade. This 
streamer, which was perfectly straight 
at first, was visible for fully fifteen 
minutes, and resembled a huge silvery 
serpent, as the motion of the atmos- 
phere changed it into a zigzag form. 
It finally broke into numerous piece-, 
nd drifted away like the whitest 
flvecy clouds. 

The meteor wasn't seen at all in 
Virginia, but the emulous reporter of 
the Enterprise hunted up an astro- 
nomical Chinaman, and from him ob- 
tained the following: marrative. It 
surpasses any meteor story that had 
yet been published: 

ROAS' ED BY A METEOR. 


Ages and ages ago a meteor fell in 
China in the province of Che- Keang. 
It came from the heavens ipa s'anting 
direction, and was a uth 50 feet 
in diameter. It lighted the country 
for a distance of two or three hundred 
miles about. It did net explode, but 
pasted into the ground entire. It 
buried itself in 4 spur of the Nan- 
ling monntains. On 2 slope of the 
mountain it entered was a large vil- 
lage. The meteor ever this 
village at a hight of about half a mile, 
and so great was the heat from it that 
all the buildings in the place burst in- 
to flames simultaneously. All the 
people in the town were roasted, aod 
many in the country io the track of 
the meteor between the town and the 
face of the mountain.

THE GILVER COINAGE. 
The San Francisco Bulletin, a good 
authority on financial matters, has the 
fellewing on the silver question. We 
reproduce it as a clear aod lucid state- 
ment ef the probable effeets of the 
original Bland bill, had that become 


a law: 


The wisdom of restoring the silver 
dollar to our fiscal system is still a 
matter of doubt in the minds of some. 
They resisted the act with all the 
power at their command, and esteem- 
ed themselves fortuna e in eliminating 
the most objectionable feature of the 
original proposition (free 88 on 
the final passage of the bill. It is 
worth while to inquire what would 
have been the effect on the eommer- 
cial values of the United States if the 
Bland bill had been passed witheut 
amendment. The first effect might 
have been to stimulate our foreign ex- 
port trade, But we are already enjoy- 
ing great activity in this department 
without such stimulus. It i clear 
that instead of getting gold in pay- 
ment tor our produce, we should have 
been paid in silver. The effect of 
dumping $75,000,000 to $100,000,000 
of European silver on our shores io 
the settlement of trade balances 
might have been a good thing for 
England and France, and an easy way 
of paying debts, but few are willing 
to admit that it would have been a 
good thing for this country. Such a 
proceeding would have had a depress- 
ing effect on an important industry of 
the Pacific States and Territories, and 
would have thrown Commercial values 
once more intoa state of confusion, 
Nearly every one is now glad that 
free silver coinage was not adopted. 
A silver basis of values would have 
been inevitable. 


A DISGRACEFUL THREAT.

DEATH TO THE LECUSTS. 
A Locust F Eater at Werk in Serre: 


Valley —Hepe of an Karipy Beliver~ 
ance m the Piague. 


Pref. J. G. Lemmon writes te the 
Truckee Republican from Sierre Valley 
over date of Sept. 7th, and gives this 
pleasing intelligence: 

A locust egg-eater bas at last been 
discovered in Sierra Valley, and a big, 
hearty, hungry fellow, too, It was 
first deteeted a week age on the ranch 
of W. C. Lemmon, aad subseqnent 
search im different places reveals abun- 
dant speoi mens and a large amewnt of 
destraction to locust eggs. This lo- 
cust egg-eater is the larva.of a beetle 
or fly, and is a fat white worm or wrub 
„bout half or three quarters of an 
inch} long when mature, and one- 
eighth or three-sixteeaths of rn inch 
thick at the middle of the bedy, und 
tapering to a point exch way. Its 
parent Beetle or fly fellows after the 
female lecusts and deposits its eggs 
near these of the latter. When 
hatched the larva enters. the egg-case 
of the lpcust, and eatiag the contents 
of theeggs as it goes, it pushe- the 
shells aside, and finally the 24 to 32 
egas are all eaten, and it has become 
„ large as to fill the entire envity o 
the ease. Any one digging into the 


places v here locu~t egg» have been de- 


posited may see the work of destruc- 
tion going on, a handfull of egg cases 
bein generally more than half emp- 
tieck ef their eggs, and the fat grubs 
tumbling into view. During ali the

tohatch. Specimens.ef the egg-eater 
and of his work have been shown to 
severxl parties in the valley, and as 
search is iustitsted in different locali- 
ties hope may revive that the locust 
scourge is overpast.

The 
Cold Stream fire is in valuable 
limber and is doing more damage 
than any of the others. Still another 
fire is consuming much timber above 
Richardson's mill about four miles 
vast of Truckee. It is believed that 
many of these forest fires which anou- 
Ally sweep through the forest are set 
hy Indian“, to drive the deer out of the 
canyons to places where thev cin be 
more exsily shot. From whatever 
cause Originating,the wide-spread des- 
truction of trees is ue tlumit y to man- 
kind, Forests are fast cissappearing 
from the earth. Their removal has 
transformed many fertile regions into 
desolate wastes. There are whole

states, thousands of acres, 30 changed 
‘around the shores of the Medi*errane- 
un. and in other portions of the Old 
World. The complete destruction of 
the timber on the.mountains of the 
Sierra is only a question of time.

This coach left 
Deadwood abouta year ayo, and the 
agents, expecting it, captured one of 
the relay stations in the night, bound 
and gagged the stock-tender, and 
awaited its arrival. As the coach 
drove up the telegraph operator first 
got out aod was shot down. Ove of 
the messengers followed him and re- 
ceived a bullet through his wrist. He 
succeeded in getting behind a corner 
of the building, and shot one of the 
robbers, wounding him so that he sub- 
sequentiydied. The other messenger 
made what resistance he could, aod 
then surrendered. The road agents 
took the treasure, but two of them 
were afierward captured, and $18,000 
worth of the bullion was recovered.
